; REVISION of the Criminal Law had been recommended in May Seffion 1768 to the A- 
A ſembly, then convened, by my worthy Predeceſſor, and at the Opening of a late Seſſion, 
alſo ens” of your Conſideration of the ſame Subject. 

From the Anſwers given to Cul. Sharpe, and to myſelf, on thoſe Occaſions, as well as from 
other peculiar Circumſtances, I inferred that a general Recommendation would be ſufficient ; 
but an Explanation of the Grounds, on which I have preſſed yuu to conſider the State of the 
Penal Law, being now defired, I muſt obſerve, that there is not, I apprehend, any preciſe in- 
variable Rule eſtabliſhed, by Which the Extent of the Penal Statutes of England may be aſcer- 
tained ; and, therefore, in what Caſes Puniſhment may be regularly inflicted in this Province, 
according to their Preſcripts, is a Queſtion, on which various Sentiments may be expected, and 
in Fact, have often occurred. Should the Poſition be admitted, that ſuch of the Penal Statutes 
extend hither, as are ſuitable to the Circumſtances of the Country, ſtill what are, or are not 
thus ſuitable, may be, in many Inſtances, on a Conſideration of Statutes denouncing even capi- 
tal Puniſhment, in, at leaſt, One Hundred and Sixty Caſes, a very doubtful Queſtion ; and 
which being determinable by the Courts, ſeems-moreover to admit too great Authority in the 
Judges, and to give too much Scope for Contrariety in the Deciſions, which a rigorous or com- 
paſſionate Diſpoſition may influence ; for Men's Qualities, when not controuled by fixed and 
eſtabliſhed Proviſions, will generally ſlide into their moſt deliberate and beſt formed Opinions. 
Doubts, at leaſt, have been entertained in England, whether the poſitive Ordinances of the Penal 
Syſtem be ſuitable to the Circumſtances of the Nation; whether, in many Inſtances, not too 
undiſtinguiſhing and ſanguinary; but the Judges have no Authority to reject the Rule injoined 
by the Legiſlature : Such Authority would elevate the judicial Power above its proper Rank; an 
Authority the Legiſlative will hardly ever be fo incautious as to confer by Proviſions, that ſuch 
Penal Statutes, and ſuch only ſhall be carried into Execution, as the Diſcretion of the Judges 
may adopt; but this ſeems to be the Reſult of the Poſition or Doctrine, that ſuch Penal Statutes, 
and ſuch only as ſuit our Circumſtances extend hither. The following, among other Inftances, 
may ſufficiently evince, that the Rule of Adoption has not been uniform, in Reſpe& of the Pe- 
nal Statutes enacted before the Settlement of this Province. 

Notwithſtanding the Statutes of Edward VIth, the Act of 1744 was thought to de expedient, 
one of theſe Statutes comprehends other Offences, concerning which our local Acts are ſilent, 
though more alarming and attrocious than the ſtealing or burning a Shallop or Boat of Scven- 
teen Feet Keel. | | 

Notwithſtanding the Statutes of Elizabeth, the Acts of 1692 and 1715 were enacted, the Sta- 
tute of James the [ has been introduced by the Act of 1706, it might be very improper to be 
more explicit, if it be a juſt Obſervation that Crimes are more effectually prevented by the 
Certainty than by the Severity of Puniſhment,” the Uncertainty ia Reſpe& of the Extent and 
Force of the Penal Statutes muſt be extiemely inconvenient, 

The Feelings of Humanity cannot but be affected, though the poſitive Law be clear, where 
the Examble of extreme Puniſhment becomes neceſſary ; but when Crimes, however malignant, 
have been committed againſt ſocial Rights, and the very Exiſtence of poſitive Law for their 
Puniſhment is doubtful, my Situation muſt be too obvious to require Explication. Perſons con- 
victed on ſome Engliſh Statutes having been diſcharged with impunity, becauſe the Extent of 
thoſe Laws was doubted ; I am perſuaded that the Principle of the apparent Lenity not being as 
generally underſtood, as the Impunity has been obſerved, this Circumſtance has produced a De- 

ree of Flattering Reliance, that equal Tenderneſs would be ſhewn to Offenders convicted on 
— undubitably exiſtent and operative; and thus the Uncertainty I have taken Notice of, by 


 leflening the Dread of Puniſhment, has proved an inſnaring Encouragement to the Commiſſion 


of Crimes. Having thus briefly ſuggeſted on what Motives 1 recommended to your Attention the 
State of our Criminal Law, you will be pleaſed maturely to conſider, whether it would not be 
more ſafe, prudent and 3 after a due Examination of their Propriety and Fitneſs, to 
aſcertain, by Act of Aſſembly, what Penal Statutes ſhall have the full Force of Laws here, 
than to leave this important Determination to the varying Conſtruction, Diſcretion, or Opi- 
nions of others. .

ROM an Expectation, that if the moſt material Points could be ſettled, there would be 
little Difficulty in Matters of leſs Importance, we declined reaſoning on ſome of your Pro- 
poſitions, tho' we are perſuaded we could evince the Propriety of ſuch Parts of the Bill as are 
therein objected to, | 
In the preſent Bill the Lower Houſe have adopted the Proviſion for the Clergy propoſed laſt 
Seſſion by the Upper Houſe. No Argument can be neceſſary to evince to the Us r Houſe the 
Propriety and Juſtice of their own Propofition, Your Honours are now pleaſed to object to this 
Part of the hill, and have obſerved, that“ what paſt the laſt Seſſion not having been productive 
of any Regulation, can't, you preſume, be binding on both Houſes at this Time.” Permit us 
therefore to remark, that tho' upon the Concurrence of both Houfes only, neither of them are 
legally bound; yet, in Point of Conſiſtency, eſſential to the Dignity of Legiſlation, a Depar- 
ture from a Propoſition ſolemnly made, and deliberately acceded to, cannot be juſtified, whilſt 
the Principle remains upon which the Propoſition was founded. You have not even intimated 
that you have changed your Opinion of the Propriety and Juſtice of your own Propoſition, nor 
have aſſigned any other Cauſe for depariing from what you propoſed, than the Aſſurance you 
have had by Meſſage, that his Excellency will not paſs the Law with the Alternative extended 
to the Clergy, The Lower Houſe of Aſſembly profeſs themſelves totally unacquainted with the 
Connexion between the Governor, as one Branch of the Legiſlature, and your honourable 
Houſe, and therefore we cannot expreſs ourſelves on the Propriety of this Aſſurance to you by 
Meſlage; and as we cannot fee that the long Prorogation has diſcloſed any Thing which ought 


to leflen the Probability of the final Paſſage of the Bill now, more than at the laſt Seſſion on 


Account of the Clergy, we ſhould ſtill hope, that if all other Matters were ſettled between the 
Two Houſes, his Excellency would, on a more mature Conſideration of the Point reſpecting 
the Clergy, entertain the ſame idea the Two Houſes do, as to the Juſtice and Fitneſs of the 
Alternative being extended to their Dues, | 


There is, doubtleſs, by much, too great an Inequality in the Livings of the Clergy ; how- 


| ever none of the Pariſhes are fo inconſiderable but that the worſt is too good for the waiſt Cler- 


gyman, and the frequent Opportunities his Excellency has of removing thoſe who may.have in- 

different Pariſhes into much better, put it amply in his Power to reward Merit where he mz 

meet with it; and if by a Probationary State in the ſmall Livings, that Merit is nov prov 
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the Puniſhment will be light enough never to remove thoſe who may be wanting in it. The 
Lower Houſe intend the ſame Meaſure of Juſtice to the Clergy as to every Body elſe, nor will 
they afford an Argument of one Example, that any Body of Men in the Community are above 
8 — that — — may think juſt and reaſonable.

ſuch Abuſes in future, you are willing that the old Table ſhall be explained and corre ned with 
this View: Permit us then to enumerate ſome of the Abuſes which we apprehend buve happened 
in the Charges of the Officers under the old Regulation; they are, the Charging Fees by the 
Commiſſary-General for Services done by the Deputies, and for which they are paid; the 
Charge for recording Papers by the Secretary and County Clerks, in Actions diſcontinued, 
abated, ſtruck off or agreed, when they need not, nor generally have been recorded; the ex- 
travagant Charges of the Surveyor and Examiner-General on Reſurveys, and of the 5Suiyeyor on 
Warrants of Survey out of the Provincial Court; the additional Charge of Order in the Com- 
miſſary's Office to almoſt every Act done therein, when the old Table makes the Allowance 
only for Orders in Teſtamentary Cauſes.

be expected from this Conference, as we make no Doubt of being able to ſhew to your Satis- 
faction, that in theſe, as well as many other Particulars, great Abuſes have been committed;

as conveniently may be after the End of this Seffion of Aſſembly, and after giving Five Days 
Notice at the Court-Houſes of the reſpective Counties, of the intended Sale of ſuch Debtor or

againſt all Debts due from ſuch Debtor or Debtors before ſuch Sale. Provided, that in Caſe 
it ſhall appear to the SatisfaQion of the ſaid Juſtices, that any of the ſaid Debtors have offered, 
ſince their Confinement, to make Satisfaction to their Creditors by Servitude, and that their 
Creditors have refuſed to accept the ſame, that the Time ſuch Debtors have been confined in 
Priſon ſhall be deemed and taken as Part of the aforeſaid Five Years, and that they ſhall be 
obliged to ſerve only for ſuch Time as will compleat Five Years from the Day of ſuch Offer of 
| Servitude ; and that in Caſe any ſuch fingle Perſons as aforeſaid have been. confined in Priſon 
for Five Years, or any longer Time, that the ſaid Perſons ſo confined ſhall be diſcharged upon 
the ſame Terms and in the ſame Manner that Perſons having Families are by this Act directed 
to be diſcharged.” Which was read, and the Amendments propoſed were read and agreed to, 
and the Bill paſſed for engroſling. |

Mr. Grahame from the Conference, delivers to Mr. Speaker the following Paper, which was 
delivered by the Conferrees of the Upper Houſe to thoſe of the Lower Houle. 


HE Alternative, in Reſpect of the Clergy's Dues, originally ſprang from your Houſe, the 
Addition of Two to the Thirty per Poll, in Ca'e of Money 3 from our. If the 
Ideas of Propriety and Dignity, ought to preclude the Reviſion, and hinder the Modification or 
Rejection of a mere Propoſition, how are they to be excuſed who have reſcinded Regulations to 
which they had recently given the moſt ſolemn Sanction? The late Inſpection Act paſſed after 
mature Conſideration. It had been continued with a full Experience of its Effects, for moro 
than Twenty Years, by Five ſucceſſive Acts of the Legiſlature, and yet it ought not to be ſaid, 
that they who ſuffered it to fall, after they had continued it, forgot Propriety, and were regard- 
leſs of 12 We have now a Ground of Objection to what reſpects the Clergy, which did 
not exiſt the laſt Seſſion, and have no Scruple in avowing it. 

The laſt Seſſion we had no particular Reaſon to apprehend, that what the Two Houſes might 
concert would finally fail; but now have the utmoſt Perſuaſion that the Governor will diſſent 
to the Bill, if the Alternative propoſed by it be extended without Limitation to the Clergy. 
We have already communicafed his Excellency's Declaration on this Head, in as full a Manner 
as we received it. It is —_— preciſe.” He is not to be controuled by you, or us in the Ex- 
erciſe of his Judgment. His Right to form it is indubitable. It becomes him to act upon it. 
Without his concurrence our Meetings and Reſults on the Subject muſt be fruitleſs, Whilſt we 
aim to conciliate our own Sentiments, it ſhould ſeem that his ought not to be neglected. The 
immediate Intercourſe between the TWO Houſes gives the Members of each an immediate Op- 
portunity of communicating to the other their Opinion upon any propoſed Meaſure, Whilſt a 
Bill is 2 we know not in what more proper Method than by Meſſage, the Governor 
can impart his Sentiments, or to whom he can direct it, with ſo much Propriety, as to thoſe 
with whom the Bill is lodged. We preſume he deliberated before he reſolved, and think our- 
ſelves obliged to him for his frank and candid Communication, which has put us upon our 
Guard againſt Diſappointment, and ſhall always be ready to admit the Propriety of a Notifica- 
tion, calculated to prevent the miſpending of Time and publick Money, and pointing out what 
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we ſhould avoid, when endeavouring to obtain a moſt beneficial Law. If it could be ſhewn 
that any uſeful Purpoſe may be attained by our agreeing to a Bill to be preſented for Rejection, 
we ſhould cheerfully adopt the Alternative in its fulleſt Extent, We can't at once conclude, 
that any who happen to diſſent from our Sentiments, do ſo incautiouſly, and muſt adopt our Ideas 
on more mature Deliberation. It is well known there are ſeveral ſmall Pariſhes, wherein the 
Miniſters have been paid principally in Tobacco, and it can't be doubted but that their Reve- 
nues would be very much diminiſhed under the Alternative propoſed by the Bill. They had 
little Reaſon, when inducted, to expect this ſo great Diminution. Miniſters have been removed 
with a View to their Promotion, from Pariſhes of a greater Number of Taxables not makin 

Tobacco, to Pariſhes of a leſſer Number making Tobacco, and we can't aſſert that there woul 

be no Appearance of Hardſhip brought upon ſuch Miniſters, or that they would have no Reaſon 


to complain of any Breach of implicit Confidence. It is true that “ no Pariſhes are fo inconſi- 


« derable, but that the worſt may be too good for the worſt Miniſter,” but the Diſappointment 
and Hardſhip ſuggeſted might fall upon Men of real Merit. | 

The Right of Appointment is in the Governor. He is not confined in the Exerciſe of it to 
thoſe now in the Province, nor does a Reſtriction of his Power, in Order to reſcue Merit from 
Diſtreſs, appear to be reaſonable, when a Modification of the Alternative may prevent ſuch 
Diftreſs. We earneſtly wiſh ſome Expedient could be fallen upon to remòve this Difficulty, 
and therefore take the Liberty to add to what we have already offered on this Subject, that we 
are willing the Regulation of the late Inſpection Law may be continued in Reſpect of the Cler- 
gy, with a Proviſo, that in all the Pariſhes, on the Death or Removal of the preſent Incum- 
bents, the Alternative ſhall take Place. In the Courſe of a few Years, what is defigned will 
be accompliſhed. If the Regulation be deferred, the Proſpect of a general uniform Eftabliſh- 
ment will be mare remote. | 

We are equally averſe with you from allowing, that any Body of Men in the Community 
are above the Law; but all Bodies of Men, every Individual liable to be perſonally affected by 
a Bill, may, we apprehend, whilſt it is depending, petition againſt its Paſſage, without the 
Imputation of Arrogance. | | 

As you have aſſigned no Reaſon, neither does any occur to us, why the Officers Fees ſhould 
be Firſt conſidered, For above a Century, Officers Fees had been rated, and the Subject there- 
fore could not be new in the Year 1747, and there appears to us no Ground for ſuppoſing, 
that the Legiſlature did not then well underſtand it, and the Exiſtence of the Inſpection AR for 
above Twenty Years, under Five continuing Ads, eſpecially as the old Table has, as you ob- 
ſerve, been altered in ſome Things, ſeems to afford a ſtrong Proof, that the Opinion of the Le- 
giſlature has long been, that the old Table, as it ſtood when the Inſpection Law fell; was well 
adapted to the Purpoſes of it. What we meant by the Expreſſions, it is our unalterable Ro- 
ſolution not to admit of any further Reduction than that very conſiderable one which * muſt ne- 
ceſſaraly reſult from the Election to be given to all Perſons to pay in Money or Tobacco, and 
that ſo far we do and ſhall abſolutely adhere to the old Regulation,” was, that we would not 
agree to any Reduction of Fees properly chargeable according to the old Table, tho' willing 
that the improper Charges of Fees under the old Table ſhould be prevented in future by new 
Deſcriptions. In your Enumeration of the Abuſes committed by Officers, the Charge of the 
Commiſſary-General, when the Services are performed by his Deputies, and they are paid, is 

mentioned. By the Term Abuſe, we apprehend is meant, the taking of Fees by the Commiſ- 
ſary-General not warranted by Law, The Queſtion then will be, whether the double Charge, 
as it is called, was ſupported by the late Inſpection Act or not. 
Deputies were introduced by the Act of 1715. They were inſtituted for the Eaſe and Con- 
venience of the People, to give them an Option of doing their Buſineſs at Home or at Annapolis, 
but with no apparent View of diminiſhing the Fees of the Commiſſary-General. After defining 
their Duties, the Act limits the Pauper Eftates to . 10. directs that the Deputy ſhall. take no 
more than 5ofh of Tobacco for Letters on ſuch Eſtates, and provides, that in every ſuch Caſe, 
the Commiſſary-General ſhall have no Fees, The Prohibition being thus confined to Pauper, 
proves that it was not intended to comprehend other Eſtates, The late Inſpection Act makes a 
fimilar Proviſion in Reſpe& of Pauper Eſtates only. Cotemporary Uſage correſponded with this 
Idea. As far back as the Mode of charging can be traced, the Commiſſaries-General have in- 
variably charged the Fees in Queſtion. 3 obſerve that there has been the additional Charge 
of Order in this Office for almoſt every Act done, when the old Table makes the Allowance 
only for Orders in Teflamentary Cauſes,” but this, is a Miſtake, for in the old Table theſe Articles 
occur, viz, Entering every Motion in Court and Order thereon For tranſmitting Balance and 
Order For tranſmitting Sureties Names and Order—PFar tranſmitting Diſtribution and Order. — 
In the Year 1753 the —— Houſe attempted by a Bill to ſtrip the Commiſſaty-General of his 
Fees when Services were performed by the Deputies; but the Upper Houſe amended it in 
this very Reſpect, and the Lower concurred, fo that in the Year 1753 it was the Senſe and 
Expectation of the Legiſlature, that theſe Fees might, and would be charged. And for your 
further Satisfaction on this Point we have made the following Extract, viz. ** November 12, 1753+ 
Amendments propoſed by the Upper Houfe to the Bill, entitled, An Act for amending the Staple 
of Tobacco, for preventing Frauds in his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, and for the Limitation of Officers Fees, In 
the 17th Line of the Firſt Page, between the Words “ Mate” and“ Boatſwain, put“ er“ in- 
ſtead of “ and.” In the 13th Line of the I 3th Page, and the 2d Line of the 14th Page, 
make the Sheriffs Salary “ Six” inſtead of “ Five,” In the Secretary's Fees; making up the 
Iſſue, when done by the Clerk, Leave out “ when done by the Clerk.” A Venire facias for Jurors, 
It iſſued by Order of the Court, leave * if iſſued by Order of the Court,” A Copy of the 
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Judgment, if demanded and delivered, leave out“ if demanded and delivered.” Commiſſary-Ge- 
neral's Fees ; every Letter of Adminiſtration; or Letters Teſtamentary, if granted by the Com- 
miſſary-General, leave out“ if granted by the Commiſſary-General.” For cvery Bond, if taken by 
him, leave out f taken by him.” Every Oath, if adminiſtered by him, leave out“ if admini- 


s flered by him.” A Warrant to Appraiſers, if granted by him, leave out“ if granted by him.” A 


Warrant to ſwear them, if granted by him, leave out if granted by him.” On reading the ſaid 
Amendments propoſed, the Queſtion was put in the Lower Houſe, which of the Two following 
Queſtions ſhall be firſt put, viz. Whether this Houſe agrees to all the Amendments propoſed 
by the Upper Houſe to the ſaid Bill, or not? Or, Whether ſeveral Queſtions ſhall be put upon 
the ſeveral Amendments propoſed by the Upper Houſe, or not? Reſolved that the Queſtion be 
put, Whether this Houſe agrees to all the Amendments propoſed by the Upper Houſe to the 
ſaid Bill, or not? The Queſtion was put, and reſolved in the Affirmative.” 

If however, in any Caſes, Orders are improperly charged, let the old Table be corrected, fo 
as to prevent ſuch Charge in Future. 

We preſume that no Service was directed by the old Table, for which ſome Reward was 
not intended, eſpecially when to the Deſcription of the Service a Reward is expreſsly annexed ; 
but if the Service be ſuppoſed to conſiſt of diſtinct Parts, and a Reward be generally annexed, 
either this Sum muſt be due or Nothing; for there is no Rule of Apportionment. | 

Ex. Gra. The old Table gave the Secretary 716 of Tobacco per Side for filing and record- 
ing every Declaration and other Pleadings. If the Term Recording neceſſarily means tranſcribin 
into a large Book, which we conceive it does not, either the 7 #5 of Tobacco are due for filing, 
or Nothing. If Nothing be due, then on Actions agreed, abated, or diſcontinued, however 
various and prolix the Pleadings, if the Proceedings have not been tranſcribed, the Officer was 
entitled to Nothing. In the new Table, the Return is added to almoſt every returnable Pro- 
ceſs. - In the Caſe of Audita Querela 87 i of Tobacco are given. On the Principle above ſug- 
geſted, either the Reward of 87 fh of Tobacco would be due for the Service of iſſuing the Pro- 
ceſs, or Nothing would be due for it without a Return, becauſe there is no applicable Rule of 
Apportionment. 

If however on a juſt Conſtruction of the old Table, and on a proper Conſideration of the ge- 
neral Allowance and Uſage as far as the Matter may be traced, it ſhould appear that the Secre- 
tary and County Clerks have charged for recording where they ſhould not, the Inſtances in 
which the improper Charges have been made being aſcertained, we are willing ſuch may be 

uarded againſt in future by Corrections, or new Deſcriptions, and theſe too are our Sentiments 
in reſpect of the Examiner-General, and the Surveyors. 

We have already declared why we think the old Table is primarily to be conſidered, and diſ- 
cover no Reaſon for altering our Opinion in what you have laſt ſaid. So far as a Reduction 
may be intended, we ſhall not agree to the new Table. So far as Explanations or Corrections 
of the old may be proper, we are willing to examine the new Table, and to adopt ſuch Parts of 
2 as may anſwer this Deſign, and for this Purpoſe to take both the old and new under Con- 

eration.

By the COMMIT TEE appointed to enquire into the Fafts ſet | forth in the Petition of Eliza- 
beth Williams, Adminiſtratrix of George Williams, with the Will annexed. 


OUR Committee, in Obedience to the Order of this Honourable Houſe, have enquired 


into the Facts ſer forth in the ſaid Petition, and do find, that George Williams executed a 


Bond, in the Penalty of Five Hundred Eighty-three Pounds Ten Shillings Pennſylvania Money, 
to Robert Smith, for the Conveyance of a Tract of Land, called Williams's Diſcovery, in Balti- 
more County, and of one other Tra& of Land, called Frankford, and of Ten Actes of Land ad- 
joining thereto, in ſaid County, in Fee Simple to the ſaid Robert Smith; and that the ſaid Robert 
Smith executed Bonds to the ſaid George Williams, one for the Payment of . 191 15 o Pennſjl- 
vania Money, and another for the Payment of ,. 100 o o like Money; which Sums of Money 
were the Conſideration for the Lands in the ſaid Bond of Conveyance mentioned. That the 
ſaid George Milliams alſo executed a Bond, in the Penalty of Eight Hundred Pounds Current 
Money, to Thomas Baley, for the Conveyance of a Tract of Land, called Milford, and one other 
Trac, called I/illiams's Neglect, lying and being in Queen Anne's County, in Fee Simple to the 
ſaid Thomas Baley; and that the ſaid Thomas Baley executed Bonds to the ſaid George Williams, 
one for the Payment of T'wo Hundred Pounds Pennſylvania Money, and another for the Payment 
of Two Hundred and Forty Pounds like Money, as a Conſideration for the ſaid Lands in the 
ſaid Bond of Conveyance mentioned.

That 
the Bonds aforeſaid being Debts within this Province, Letters of Adminiſtration were granted, 
with the Will annexed, to the Petitioner alone, by and with the Conſent of the ſeveral Perſons 
aforeſaid nominated as Executors. That the Heir at Law of the ſaid George Williams is an In- 
fant within the Age of Twenty-one Years, and the ſaid Adminiftratrix is unable to collect the 
Debts aforeſaid, from a Want of Power to make Conveyances purſuant to the ſaid ſeveral Con- 
tracts of the ſaid George Williams.

This Extract needs no Comment. The Senſe of the Two Houſes on this Point is fully 
and clearly expreſſed. It is true that the Bill for Limitation of Officers Fees, with ſeveral 
other Bills of Importance, were rejected by the Governor; for what Reaſon does not appear, 
but it may be conjectured, and perhaps your Honours may know that it was becauſe the Lower 
Houſe did not paſs a Bill for Arms and Ammunition, which at that Time was deemed an Ob- 
je& of the firſt Concern with Government, ; 2 

In the Year 1747, when the inſpection Law firſt paſſed, including a Regulation of the Staple as 
well as of the Officers Fees, this Point of the double Charge does not appear to have been agitat- 
ed. A minute Detail of the Circumſtances attending the ſeveral Re-enactings and Continuances of 
that Law, would not diſcover any great Fondneſs for that Part of it which relates to Officers 
Fees ; and the Continuance of it in the Year 1769 for one Year only, with the Intention of 

oing fully into the Confideration of Officers Fees at the next Seſſion, was a Proof to all the 
Wor d that the old Table of Fees was then looked upon as defeRive in many Reſpects. 

At the next Meeting of Aſſembly a new Regulation of Fees was framed with many material 
Alterations of the old, and in the Courſe of that Seſſion the Inſpection Law fell. How this can 
afford, or even ſeem to afford, a ſtrong Proof that the Opinion of the Legiſlature has long been, 
that the old Table as it ſtood when the Inſpection Law fell, was well adapted to the Purpoſes 
of it, we ſhall leave to your Honours to explain. It is ſaid that Deputy Commiſſaries were inſti- 
tuted by the Act of 1715, for the Eaſe and Convenience of the People, to give them an Option 
of doing their Buſineſs at home or at Annapolis, but with no apparent View of diminiſhing the 
Fees of the Commiſſary-General. It may be aſked whether publick Offices were erect- 
ed for the Emolument of Officers, or for the Benefit of the People? Were Deputies ap- 
pointed with uy apparent View of encreaſing the Expence of the People, by making them pay 
Twice for the ſame Service? Or are they to pay for the Eaſe and Convenience afforded them 
by the Legiſlature? From the Expreſſion in that Act, that in the Caſe of Pauper Eftates the 
Commiſſary-General ſhall have no Fees, it cannot be inferred that in all other Eſtates he ſhall 
be allowed to charge Fees for Services not done. The Prohibition had been juſt as neceſſary if 
no ſuch Charge as what is called the double Charge had ever been made ; becauſe without it the 
Commiſſary-General would have charged his Fees on that Part of the Buſineſs, which upon 
every Adminiftration, as well Pauper as others, muſt neceſſarily be tranſacted in his Office, 
ſuch as recording the Inventory, Cc. It is fo de ee to every Principle of Reaſon and 
Juſtice, that an Officer ſhall be allowed to charge for a Service he does not perform, and for 
which another is paid, that to reaſon about it, is to weaken, if poſſible, the Self Evidence of 
the Propoſition. Nothing but Uſage can in any Sort countenance a Charge ſo manifeſtly un- 
juſt, and tho“ that Practice may have been uninterrupted, yet it has nevertheleſs for many Years 
deen a Subject of general Complaint, and it is a Matter of Wonder, that it has been ſo long ſub 
mitted to by the . In the Year 17 $3 this Point was again agitated, and an Alteration in

The Fact is too notorious to be denied, that the Table of Fees under the Firſt Inſpection 
Law, was then adopted, and hath been ſince continued, not ſo much from the Impreſſions of 
the Propriety and juſt Proportion of the Reward to the Service, as from the Utility of that Bill 


in other Reſpects; and the Neceſſity of agreeing to an imperfect Table of Fees, or loſing a Re- 


gulation of the Staple, allowed on all Hands to be very beneficial to the People. 5 

The Intereſt of the Commiſſary-General would be conſulted by an Acceptance of what is now 
propoſed, becauſe we are fully convinced, that in Caſe the Table ſhoutd be paſſed in the Man- 
ner it formerly ſtood, the double Charge would be diſputed; and, we are of Opinion, would

the preſent Buſineſs, that we muſt think your thor re of Innovation and Claim of Privilege 
to be moſt extraordinary, for when the original Bill of 1733, for emitting Bills of Credit, was 
ſent hither, the Upper Houſe judging M to be expedient, propoſed a Conference, 
which took Place on the Occaſion. embers appointed by each Houſe attended the Con- 
ference.

Experience has proved, that when the Settlement of Officers Fees has been the Object, Diſ- 


putes have ariſen ; but Experience has proved too, that from the Year 1747 to 1770, the Diffi- | 


culties on this Subject have not been ſo great but Means have been found to obviate them. We 
preſume, the Two Houſes, in the Year 1745, beſtowed due Attention on the Buſineſs they 
undertook ; but we can't imagine that afterwards, in the Year 1747, the Legiſlature, well ac- 
quainted as they muſt neceſſarily have been with the Merits of the Bill of 1745, beſtowed leſs 
Attention, and had leſs Diſcernment or Experience than their Predeceſſors, or that the Le- 
iſlatures, who at ſeveral Periods continued the Act of 1747, and were fully appriſed of its Ef- 
fees, were negligent of the publick Welfare, and inattentive to their Duty. Why a Bill, 
upon by the Two Houſes in 1745, and diſſented to by a Governor, whatever might be 
the Motive of his Conduct, ihould be eſteemed of higher Authority than a ſubſequent Law, re- 
peatedly continued, as we have not hinted, ſo it is not our Province to explain. No Detail, 
how minute ſoever, can invalidate the Fact, that the old Table of Fees received the frequent 
Sanctions we have referred to, and we mutt think that no Argument or Illuſtration, after the 
Repetition of ſo many ſolemn Sanctions, can be neceſſary or proper, to evince the Opinion of 
the Legiſlature to have long been, that the old Table of Fees, as it ſtood when the late Inſpection 
Act fell, was well adapted to its Purpoſes. By what other Criterion can we fo ſafely judge of 
the Opinion and Sentiments of Law-makers, as by the Laws they themſelves have ordained ? 
What might be the Intention of the Lower Houſe in 1769, when they continued the Inſpe&ion 
Act, we were not informed, for no ſuch Intention as you have intimated was declared or noti- 
fed to us; and diffuſive as you may ſuppoſe the Proof to have been, of your Intention to re- 
form Abuſes or reduce Exorbitancy, we ſuſped ed none other than what was inferred from the 
Supplemental Bill to the Inſpection Act, ſent to us in the ſame Seſſion; by which, according 
to our Recollection, the Alternative was propoſed, 

By the Scheme of the Bill of 1745, the Commiſſary-General was to charge no Fees when the 
Services ſhould be performed by the Deputies; but it was no Part of it that there ſhould be an 
Enlargement of the Juriſdiction of the Deputies from . 50 to /. 150. The Inſpection Act 
made no Proviſion againſt the Charge of the Commiſſary-General in the above Inftance, but en- 
larged the Juriſdiftion of the Deputies to the Extent of CG. 150. No Argument can be drawn 
from the rejected Bill to prove a Charge under the Act of 1747, to be an Abuſe ; but the re- 


jected Bill may be material in another View; it ſhews what was the Conſtruction of, and the 


ſage under the Act of 1715, and the Proviſion _—_ omitted in the Inſpection Act, ſhews 
what the Legiſlature in 1747 intended ſhould be the Operation of this Act; for it appears by 
the Journals, that the Aſſembly in 1747 had the Bill of 1745 under their Conſideration. 
Publick Offices were doubtleſs erected for the Benefit of the Community, and” for the ſame 
Purpoſe are Emoluments given to ſupport them. We have not intimated that Deputies were 
appointed with the Intention of encreaſing {the Expence, on the contrary, we have ſaid, that 
they were introduced for the Eaſe of the People, and we may add, to leſſen the Charge they 
were liable to before the Act of 171 6. which Act, though it did not deprive the Commiſſary- 
General of his Fees, except in the Caſe of Pauper Eftates, conſulted the Convenience of thoſe 
to whom an Option was given to tranſact Buſineſs with the Commiſlary-General or his Deputy. 
The Commiſſary-General, before the Act of 171 55 charged his Fees on every Adminiſtration: 
By this Act, if the Eſtate be ſo ſmall as that the Inventory of it ſhall not amount to . 10 in 
„there ſhall be paid to the Deputy, for granting Letters of Adminiſtration, &c. the Sum 
of cots of Tobacco, and no more; and in every ſuch Caſe the Commiſſary-General ſhall have 
no Fees, So far, and no farther, is the Commiſlary-General reſtrained by the AR of 1715, 
and the Uſage or Practice has invariably correſponded with this Reſtriction. By the late In- 
ſpection Act the Fees were expreſsly given to the Commiſſary-General for every Letter of Ad- 
miniſtration, for every Bond, for every Oath, &c. and the Generality of the Expreſſion is only 
qualified in Reſpect of Pauper Eftates. That there ſhould be an Inclination to aboliſh theſe and 
other Fees, we do not wonder, and apprehend that the Reduction of Income has rather been

UR indiſpenfible Duty to check the Exerciſe of ſuch Powers as are incompatible with the 
permanent Security of Property and the conſtitutional Liberty of the Subject, has con- 
ſtrained us, in the Court: of this Seſhon, to take into our Conſideration your Excellency's Pro- 
clamation of the 26th Day of November laſt, relative to Officers Fees, and the Inſtruction of 
the 24th Day of the ſame Month, under the Great Seal, aſcertaining the Fees of the Land- 
Office; and on the moſt ſedate Reflection, we have come into ſeveral Reſolutions, Copies of 
which we beg Leave now to lay before you. | | 
Te like Proclamation publiſhed in the Year 1733, agitated and disjointed this Province till 
the Year 1747, and the Evils which were thereby occaſioned ought ſtrongly to have diſſuaded 
from any Attempt again to exerciſe ſuch Power. When, from ſome Proceedings in the Land- 
Office, in the Time of the laſt Aſſembly, the late Lower Houſe were apprehenfive that Go- 
vernment entertained a Deſign, in Caſe the ſeveral Branches of the Legiſlature ſhould not agree 
in the Regulation of Officers Fees, to attempt eſtabliſhing them by Proclamation, they, in an 
' Addreſs to your Excellency, aſſerted “ the Proprietary has no Right; Sir, either by himſelf or 
« with the Advice of his Council, to eſtabliſh or regulate the Fees of Office, and could we 
& perſuade ourſelves you could poſſibly entertain ads Opinion, we ſhould be bold to tell 
« your Excellency, that the People of this Province ever will oppoſe the Uſurpation of ſuch a i 
« Right ;” to which your Excellency was pleaſed to anſwer, in your Meſſ:.ge of the 2oth Day 1

ariſe, whether the Land-Office is a publick or private Office ? The profeſſed Intention of 
Crown, in the Grant of this Province to his Lordſhip's noble Anceſtor, was for extend-- 
« jng the Chriſtian Religion, and alſo the Territories of the Eugiiſß Empire: And though bis 
Lord ip might diſpoſe of his Lands _ ſuch reaſonable "Terms as he might think proper, and 
direct — Obſetvances in making Titles to his Grants; ſo as to further the Increaſe and Set- 
nt of the Province, yet we cannot but be of Opinion, that after the Publication of the 
Conditions of Plantations, that _ before was incertain and to be governed by what was 
reaſonable having Regard to the Motives and Ends of the Grant, was thereby aſcertained, art 
A permanent Intereſt veſted in the Subject, in the Conditions and Terms thus publiſhed, which 
ot be reſcinded by the Proprietary at his Pleaſure; If the Land-Ofice was confidered as a 
mere private Office, we do not fee with what Propriety the Law in the Year 1716 could paſs, 
to burthen the Publick for tranſcribing and repairing the Records in that Office, or to require 
that Bond with Security ſhould be given for Preſervation of the Records, and for the Supply of 
Meterials to make up the Records of after Tranſactions, therein providing, that for every 
Breach, the Perſon particularly injured thereby might ſue ſuch Bond for recovering Damages ; 
and that the Lower Houſe of Aſſembly, or the Provincial Court, might cauſe the Bond to be 
put in Suit for the ſecuring the Publick from all Charges and Expences that ſhould be neceſſary 
for the putting and preſerving the Records in Repair; and equally improper muſt have been the 
Supplementary Act "eo in 1742. The Land-Office, Sir, is the publick Repoſitory of the Firſt 
and moſt neceſſary Eyidenee of every Man's Title to his real Eſtate in this Province; the whole 
ecords have been made up, ſo far as we can trace, at the Expence of the People. Theſe Re- 
cords have been conſidered as publick Records, kept under Securities appointed by Acts of Aſ- 
ſembly ; and Office Copies are conſtantly received and admitted as Evidence by the Courts of 
Juſtice. It very nuch concerns the Land-holders in this Province, to know by what Tenure 
they hold their Eſtates ; if they have no Right to recur to the Land-Office Records and have 
Copies buit at the Will of his Lordſhip, or on the Terms his Lordſhip may be pleaſed to allow 
them, they indeed are in all Cafes, where Copies are neceſſary to evidence their Titles, on! 
enants at the Will of the Proprietor, and thoſe neceſſary Copies may be withheld till the 
- Proprietor receives the Profit of another Sale. | 
The neceſſary Conſtruction of the Proclamation with Regard to the other Officers, is in dur 
pprehenſion, an affirmative Allowance to receive the Quantums regulated by the late Inſpection 
aw. When your Excellency authoriſed the Regiſters of the Land-Office to receive the re- 
ſpective Quantums enumerated in your Inſtruction to them, and which were allowed and limit- 
ted By the late Regulation, without an expreſs Prohibition againſt receiving more ; we fairly 
preſume, that you meant an Allowance of fo much, and an implied Prohibition to take 
more; for we cannot ſuppoſe you intended thoſe Officers ſhould be juſtified in receiving ſo 
much, and as much more as they could extort. And when your Excellency by your Proclama- 
tion prohibited the Officers from taking other or greater Fees than limitted and allowed by the 
late Regulation, you as certainly muſt have meant a Prohibition againſt taking more, and an im- 


plied Allowance of ſo much; beſides, ſo much by your Proclamation is not Extortion, and 


therefore on this Suppoſition may be demanded and taken. This Conſequence reſults from the 
very Nature of Extortion, which is taking of Money by any Officer by Colour of his Office, 
<« either where none at all is due, or not fo much is due, or where it is not yet due.” From 
this Definition of Extortion it is obvious, that what is due muſt be ſettled, before the Exceſ- 
ſieneſs of the Fee actually received can be adjudged Extortion ; and moft certainly when fet- 
tled may be legally demanded and taken by the er; and the Propoſition is equally plain, 
that what is due upon a Service done cannot be afcertained without the Conſequence of afcer- 
taining what would be Extortion in that particular Caſe ; and, vice verſa, what would be Ex- 
tortian in any Inftance, cannot be aſcertained without previouſly aſcertaining what is due. But 
you Exce 's Proclatnation expreſsly adopts the expired Regulation as the Cyiterion of Ex- 
tortion, and therefore evincesz beyond a Poflibility of Doubt, an implies Allowance to

_ On recurrisg to the late Inſpection Law which limitted the Officers Fees, we find that the 
Words of that Act are, That no Officer or Officers, hereafter mentioned in this pre- 
© ſent AR, their Minifters, Servants or Deputies, by Reaſon or Colour of his or their Office 
or Offices, ſhall have, receive, or take, of any Perſon or Perſons, directly or indirec ly, any 
other or greater Fees which fhall become due, after the laſt Day of . in the Year 
1763, than by this Ad are hereafter limitted and allowed to the ſeveral Officers hereafter 
* mentioned: Which Expreſſions every Body knows have always been conſtrued, an implied 
affirmative Allowance of the Fees; and when your Excellency has been pleaſed to iſſue a Pro- 
elamation, in the very ſame Words, we cannot but conchide,; that you muſt have had the fame 
Idea affixed to them, as was univerſally affixed to tho W otds, in tne Act from whence they 
were copied. But even ſhould we be miſtaken in our Conjectures, that you intended to reſtrain

Subject, and ** to which every Subject (whether ih of out of Office) is as well entitled as any,” 
and the heavy Pain of your Dif; leafure may be incurred by thoſe who commit no Offence. = 
Having, as we hope, eincel to your Excellency's Entire Satisfaction, that Land-Offce 
is not a mere private, but a gyblick Office, in which the Subjects here have a fixed and legal 
Intereſt ; and ſtripping your Excbllency's Proclamation of the 1 Reaſon for ifluing it, 
that it ſtands in its Intention and Conſtruction as implied affirmative Allowance for the 
charging of Officers Fees agreeable to the late Regu ation, Permit us. Sir, to lay before you 
ſome of the Grounds and Reaſons which induce us to think your Excellency. has attempted to 
exerciſe the Power which can be conſtitutionally exerciſed only by the Legiſlature. "By the 
common Law, the Officers of Juſtice were not entitled to any Reward from the Subject for 
their Services ; they were originally paid by the King out of the Crown Revenues, In Proceſs 
of Time Statutes were made for the Eſtabliſhment and Regulation of Fees: But in our Re- 
ſearches we do not find a ſingle Inſtance of any Proclamation for levying the Salaries or aſcertain- 
ing the Fees of Officers, 0 | Ei 
Property, in the very Nature of it, is an excluſive Right : Under this Idea our happy Con- 
Mitution, anterior to any Statute extant, equitably and juſtly provided, that the People only 
- ſhould be capable of giving their own Property ; and therefore no Tax could be impoſed upon 
them but with their own Conſent, given perſonally or by their Repreſentatives. _ This Princi- 
ple of the Engliſb Conſtitution hath been declared, confirmed and ſecured by divers Statutes ; 
One of them, that of the 34th of Edward the Firſt, De Tallagio non concedends, permit us to men- 
tion. On which Statute 2 Coke, in his Second Inſtitute, 532, 3, 4, obſerves, That Tal- 
lag ium is a genera] Word, and doth include all Subſidies, I axes, Tenths, Fifteenths, I 
* fictions and other Burthens, or charge put or ſet upon any Man: That within this Act 
« are all new Offices erected with new Fees, or old Offices with new Fees, for that is a Tallage 
« put upon the Subject, which cannot be done without common Aſſent by Act of Parliament: 
* That the Words of this Act are general, ſo as all Tallages, Burthens or Chace put upon the 
% Subject by the King, either to or for the King, or to or for any Subject by the King's Letters 
Patents, or other Commandment or Order, is prohibited by this Act, unleſs it be by com- 
% mon Conſent of Parliament: That the Words are in the Disjunctive Lens ſeu levetur) ſo 
« as if it be ſet by the King, although it be not levied by him, but by a Subject, as it was in the 
« Caſes aboveſaid, it is within the Purview of this Statute.” We find nothing to impeach 
the Authority of Lord Cole; but on the contrary, he is cited with Approbation by the 
late Writers upon that Subject, From theſe Authorities we think ourſelves well juſtified 
in aſſerting that the Fees of Office are a Tax upon the Subject. The good People of this 
Province ate undoubtedly entitled, as Engli/þ Subjects, to all the Rights, Liberties, Privi- 
leges and Immunities of his Majeſty's liege Subjects, born and reſiding within his Kingdom of 
England, and therefore need not recur to the royal Charter of this Province, for the E 2 
ment of their Rights, Liberties and Privileges: But had your Excellency and the Council ad- 
verted to it, we apprehend the 7th Section of the Charter, which grants to Cæcilius, Baron of 
Baltimore, and his Heirs, for the good and happy Government of this Province, free, full and 
abſolute Power “ to ordain, make and enat Laws of what Kind ſoever, according to their 
<« ſound Diſcretion, whether relating to the publick State of the Province ot the private Utility 
« of Individuals, - and with the Advice, Aſſent and * of the Freemen of the ſame Province, 
4 or of the greater Part of them, or of their Delegates or Deputies, whom we will ſhall be called to- 
*< gether for the framing of Laws when and as often as Need ſhall require, by the aforeſaid now 
«© Baron of Baltimore and his Heirs, and in the Form, Cc.“ would have moſt clearly pointed 
out a Neceſſity for the Conſent of the Delegates to this, or any other Legiſlative Act: And the 
Eighth Section, which follows, „And foraſmuch as in the Government of ſo great a Proviace, 
6 faden Accidents may frequently happen, to which it will be neceſſary to apply a Remedy, 
« before the Freeholders of the ſaid Province, their Delegates or Deputies, can be called toge- 
„ther, for the framing of Laws; neither will it be fit, that ſo great a Number of People 
« ſhould immediately, on ſuch emergent Occaſion, be called together: We therefore, for the 
«© better Government of ſo great a Province, do will and ordain, and by theſe Preſents for us, 
© our Heirs and Succeſſors, do grant unto the ſaid now Baron of Baltimore, and. to his Heits, 
that the aforeſaid now Baron of Baltimore, and his Heirs, by themſelves, . or by their Ma- 
« giſtrates and Officers thereunto duly to be conſtituted as aforeſaid, may, and can make and 
„ conſtitute fit and wholeſome Ordinances, from Time to Time to be kept and obſerved, with- 
« jn the Province aforeſaid, as well for the Conſervation of. the Peace, as for the better Go- 
« yernment of the People inhabiting therein, and publickly to notify the ſame to all Perſons 
©« whom the ſame in any wiſe do or may affet. Which 1 we will to be inviolably ob- 


4 ſerved within the ſaid Province, under the Pains to be exprefled in the ſame; fo that the faid 


« Ordinances be conſonant to Reaſon, and be not repugnant nor contrary, but (fo far as con-

* Mr. Speaker acquaints his Excellency, that he was appointed by the Houſe, with ſeveral 
< other Gentlemen, to attend their Hogours to give them Satisfaction in Relation to th: Meſ- 
te ſage ſent them on Saturday, and as to the greateſt Part of the ſ.id Meſſage he was ready to 
< comply with their Honours therein: But as to that Part relating to (fficers Fees, that the 
« Houſe had given him a Charge to acquaint their Honours, that they had fully ſearched into 
that Matter, and underſtanding all Pping⸗ pert nent to that Queſtion, have unanimouſly 
ce declared, tha it is the undoubted Right of the Freemen of this Province, that no Officers 
<« Fees ought to be impoſed upon them, but by the Conſent of the Repreſentatives in an Allem- 


« bly, and that this Liberty was eſtabliſh-d and aſcertained by ſeveral Acts of Parliament, the 


Authority of which is ſo gieat, as to receive no Anſwer but by Rep al of the ſaid Stututes, 
© and produced the ſ me with ſeveral other Authorities; to which the Governor's Anſwer was, 
"<< that his Inſtructions from his Majeſty was to /n and moderate the Exorbitancy of hem, and 
«© not to ſettie them; to which Mr. Speaker replied, that they were thank*ul to his Majeſty for 
<« the ſame, but withal deſired, that no Fees might be /eſſened or advanced, but by the Conſent 
& of the Aſſembly, to which the Governor agreed.” And among the Acts paſſed that Scſhon, 


we find one, entitled, Ah AR for Limitation of Officers Fees ;” and one, entitled, «An 


« Act for limitting the County Clarks Fees within this Province,” which regulated and 
eſtabliſhed the Fees of Officers, I heſe folemn and deliberate Pro: eedings, was the Caſe 
otherwiſe doubtful, would, we apprehend, be deciſive. Permit us to entreat your Excellency, 
to review this unconſtitutiznal Aſſumption of Power, and conſider its p:rnicious Conſequences, 
Applications to the publick Offices are not of Choice, but Neceſſity, Redreſs cannot be had for 
the ſmall ſt or moſt atrocious Injuries, but in the Courts of Juſtice: And as ſurely as that Ne- 
ceſſity does exiſt, and a binding Force in the Proclamation or the Regulation of Fees in the 
Land-Office be admitted, ſo certainly muſt the Fees thereby eſtabliſhed be p.i', in Order to 
obtain Redreſs. In the Sentiments of a much approved and admired Writer, ſuppoſe the Fees 
impoſed by this Procl..mation, could be paid by the good People of this Province, with the ut- 
moſt Ezſe, and that they were the moſt exactly proportioned to the Value of the Officers Ser- 
vices, yet even in ſuch a ſuppoſed Caſe, this Proclamation ought to be regarded with Abhor- 
rence ; for who are a free People? Not thoſe over whom Government is reaſonably and equita- 
bly ex rciſed, but theſe who live under a Government ſo conſtitutionally checked and controuled, 
that proper Proviſion is made againſt its being otherwiſe exerciſed, This Act of Power is founded 
on the Deſtruction of this conſtitutional Security; if Prerogative may rightfully r gulate the 
Fees agreeable to the late Inſpection Law, it has a Right to 2 any other . N if it has a 
Right to regulate t6 oue Penny, it hs a Right to regulate to a Million; for here does its K ight 
ſtop? At any given Point? To attempt to limit its Right, after granting it to exiſt at all, is as 
contrary to Reaſon, as granting it to exiſt at all is contrary to Juſtice: It it has any Right to tax 
us, then whether our own Money ſhall continue ih our own Pockets, or not, depends no longer 
on us, but on the Prerogative ; there is Nothing which we can call our own ; and in the Words 
of a Light and Ornament of the preſent Age, My Poſition is this I repeat it 2gain—l will 


© maintain it to a7 laſt Hour Taxation and Repreſentati n are inſeparable—This P ſition is 


founded on the Laws of Nature; it is more, it is itſelf an etern l L:w of Nature; tor whit- 
ever is a Man's own, is abſclutely his own, no Man hath a Right to take it from him, with- 
© out his Conſent, either expreſſed by himſelf or his Repreſentative; whoever attempts to do it, 
attempts an [yury; whoever does it, commits a Robbery : He throws down the DiitinRicn be- 
«© tween Liberty and Slavery.” „The Forefathers ot the America s did not leave their native 
Country, and ſubject themſelves to every Danger and Diſtreſs, to be red ced to a State of 
« Slavery, They did not give up their Rights 3 for ſhould the preſent Power continue, there is 
Nothing which they can call their own ;” Or in the Words of Mr. Locke, ** What Property 
have they in that which anether may by Right take when he plcaſes, to bimſelf ? 

When we reflect, Sir, that you came to this Government with every Motive to wiſh the 
Proſperity of the. Province; when we reflect, that you have omitted no Opportunity of declaring 
an Attachment to the Conſtitution, and a Regard tor the KK ights and Livertics of the Inhabitants; 
and that you have repeatedly expreſſed a Willingntſs to concur in Regulations tending to ad- 
v-nce this Country, we are deſirous of indulging the fond Hope, that you have not the leaſt 
Inclination to unite the Lepi/ative and Executive Authorities, ** the Will to ordain and the Power 
<< to enforce it in the ſame Perſon, as thereby a Tyranny would be eſtabliſhed ;” and though your 
Excellency, with the Advice of his Lordſhip's Council of State, iſſued the Proclamation, and 
alſo p-fled the Inſtrument under the Great Seal eſtabliſhing the Fees in the Land-Office, after 
Having been put on your Gu rd by the late Lowet Houſe, who had ſtrongly object d againſt a 
Continuance of the late Regulation of Fers, not only becauſe it was in ome Particulars ex- 
orbitant, but for that, tho many great Abuſes had been committed by the Officers in their 
Charges, which could be palliated only from the Doubtfulneſs of the Expreſſion in the 1 ables, 
and therefore ſubmitted to the Loſs of an incontrovertibly uſeful Regulation of the Staple of 
Tobacco; and after too, your Excellency in your ſaid Meſſage told the late Lower Houſe, that 
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e fo far as you might be concerned in his Lordſhip's Authority interpoſing in any Regulation of 
< the Fees of Officers, you ſhould take good Care to act on mature Conſideration, and that what 
you ſhould judge to be right and juſt, would be the only Dictate by which you ſhould be de- 
„ termined z” yet we cannot but be apprehenſive that you iſſued that Proclamation, and pa 
that other Inſtrument under the Great Seal, on the Advice of ſome of thoſe, whoſe [otereſt in 
the Fees thus attempted to'be illegally eſtabliſhed, ought to have excluded them from your Ex- 
ceilency's Confidence, in all Things relative to the Fees of Office. We therefore earneſtly 
entreat your Excellency to quiet the Minds of the good People of this Province, by ſpeedily 
withdrawing the ſaid Proclamation, as well as the ſaid other :n{trument eſtabliſhing Vows in the 
Land-Office ; and that you will be pleaſed to make known to us the Names of thoſe ill Ad- 
viſers, who have daringly preſumed thus to tread on the invaluable Rights of the Freemen of 
Maryland. |

Mr. Grahame, from the Conferetice, delivers to Mr. Speaker the following Paper. 


HE Lower Houſe framed the Bill, entitled,“ 4n Ad for amending the Staple of Tobacco, for 

preventing Frauds in his Majeſly's Cuſtoms, and for the Limitation of Officers Fees,” which is 
the Subject of the preſent Conference, on a comprehenſive View of the Subject, and in the 
moſt adequate Manner in their unbiaſſed Judgment, to anſwer the valuable Purpoſes of it, 
which are to regulate and improve the Staple, and to facilitate and encourage Trade, for the 
mutual Advantage of the Planter and Merchant, whoſe Safety, Connection and Convenience 
have been equally conſulted ; and to regulate the Clergy's 8 and Officers and Lawyers 
Fees; in which the much altered Circumſtances of the Province, the very great Increaſe of the 
Profits of the Offices, many Abuſes in the Charges of Fees, and the Circumſtances and Num- 
bers of the Inhabirants have been attended to, and they flatter themſelves that they have been 
guided by the Rules of immutable Juſtice and the ſoundeſt Policy. A different Mode of Pro- 
ceeding having in the laſt Seſſion proved ineffectual to bring about an Agreement on a like Bill, 
they came into this Conference, propoſed by the Upper Houſe, before any particular Objections 
to the depending Bill were pointed out, in hopes that Reaſon and Argument might conciliate 
the Sentiments of the Two Houſes. You propoſed ſeveral Alterations in the Bill; ſome of 
them have been acceded to. The Points which now remain unſettled are theſe; viz.

The Regulation of Officers Fees, as it is plainly. a Matter of the greateſt Importante, and 
uſt neceflarily take up a great deal of Time whenever it is ſettled, as many Points of Dif- 
erence are likely to occur in it, and it being a Matter too in which fever i of the yerourable 
he per Houſe are conſiderably intereſted, and therefore fairly preſumable an Object of more 
immediate Concern with them, was thought by the Lower Houſe to be the Point which ought 
firſt of all to be ſetiled; nor bas the Event proved them miſtaken. It is uſeleſs at this Time to 
go minutely through your Honours Reaſoning on this Head. To our Objections ag. inſt the 
harge for recording Papers where the Service is not done, the extravagant Charg.s of the 
Surveyors and Examiner, and the frequent Charge of Order in the Commiſſary's Office, you 
hve fell reſeryed to yourſelyes to ſay, whether thoſe Charges are proper or improper under the 
old Regulation, and 26 our Reaſoning in Support of them, have left us little Hopes of being 
able to convince you of their Impropriety; and till then, your repeated Aſſu ance, that you 
ill not agree to any Reduction of Fees properly chargeable according to the old Table, muſt 
ure thoſe Charges from being prevented in future. When we aſſerted that the Charg tot 
recording was mede where the L was not done, we confined our Ideas to what were ot 
were not Records in this Province; and although we have Reaſon to believe that Records are 
kept in Rolls in the Mother Country, we conſider the Books, either ſmall or large, in which 
the Clerks enter the 2 of the Courts here, to be Records of the Procecuings oi our 
Courts, and that when the Delarations, c. are not entered in thoſe mall or large Books, 
thoſe Declarations, Cc. are not tecorded; and this Iden, we think, is confirmed not only by 
ſeveral of the Allowances in the Tables for recording, but alſo by the long continued Practicy 
of recording in ſmall er large Books in all the Offices, and by the Acts of Aſſembly in 1716 
and 1742, by which the Secretary and other Officers are bound to find a Supply ef goed and 
ſufficient Record Books nec: ſſary for entering up all Matters, Sc. 


The Commiſſary General's Charge for Services not performed by him, but which are per- 5 


formed by his Deputies, and for which thoſe Deputies are paid, you ſtrenuouſly ſupport. You 1 
do not even allege there is any Degree of Juſtice in ſuch Charge, but ground yourſelves on yout 
Conſtruction of the Table and uniform Uſage and Practice in making this Charge. You have 
been pleaſed to recur to the Act of 1715, and argue your Conſtruction of that Act too in your Fa- , 
vour. We, on the contrary, have given our Conitruction, and till think it the right one. We by | 
no Means admit that the Tables of Fees of 1747 or 1753 warranted this Charge; but, on the 4 
Contrary, obſerve, that in moſt of the Tables there are Allowances for many Services without 
any Addition to the Article, if done by the particular Officer in whoſe Table tuch Arncle 
ſands ; on the whole of which the Conſtruction muſt moſt clearly be, that the Allowance is ta 
be to ſuch Officer for his doing ſuch Service: And we have oppoſed too againſt you, the evi- 
dent Injuſtice of compelling any Man to pay twice for a Service pertormed but once, and have 
mentioned the Proviſion in a Bill paſſed both Houſes in 1745, preventing this Abuſe, You , 
have brought to your Aid likewiſe, the ſolemn Sanction of the late exſpir:d Regulation, ſo de- 
Hberately enacted, re- enacted and continued by ſeveral Aﬀemblies at Five different Times, to 
ſtrengthen you, not only with Regard to the Commiſſary's double Charge, but alſo to evince the ; 
ald 'I -ble, fo looſely expreſſed, that not a few of the Officers themſelves palliate their ex eſſive 
Charges, from the Dobtſulneſs of the Expreſſions, and from whence Bills of Coſts in-ifferent 
Offices, in like Suit and under ſimilar Circumſtances, often materially differ, is well :d»p:ed to the 
Purpoſes of it, and is proved to be ſo by long Experience. We have aſſerted, the Fact is too 
© notorious-to be denied, thit the Table of Fees under the firſt Inſpection Law, was then adopt- 
ed, and hath been ſince continued, not ſo much from the Impreſſions of the Propriety and 
« juſt Proportion of the Reward to the Service, as from the Uti ity of that Bill in other Re- 
4 ſpects, and the Neceſſity of agreeing to an imperfect Table of Fees, or loſing a Regulation 
of the St:ple, allowed on all Hands to be very beneficial to the People.” |

was at War with the French, your Soldiers came into this Country, drove the French away and 
built Forts. Soon after, a Number of your People came over the great Mountains, and ſettled 
on our Lands; we complained of their Incroachments into our Country, and Brethren, you 
either could not, or would not remove them. As we did not chooſe to have any Difputes with 
our Brethren the Engl;h, we agreed to make a Line, and the Six Nations at Fort Stantbix, 
Three Years ago, ſold the King all the Lands on the Eaſt Side of the Ohio, down to the Chero- 
tee River, which Lands were the Property of our Confederacy, arid gave a Deed to Sir William 
Johnſon, as he defired. Since that Time, great Numbers more of ypur People have come over 
the great Mountains and ſettled throughout this Country; and we are forty to tell you, that 
ſeveral Quarrels have happened between' your People and ours, in which People have been 
kille4 on both Sides, and that we now ſee the Nations round us and your People ready to em- 
broil-in a Quarrel; which gives our Nations great Coficern, as we on our Parts want to live in 
Fri-ndſhip with you. As you have always told us you have Laws to govern your People by, 
(ut we do not ſee that you have) therefore, Brethren, uMeſs- you can Fall upon ſome Method 
of governing your People who live between the great Mountains and the Ohio River, and who

| Gentlemen of the Lower Houſe of Aſſembly, | 

A SINCERE undiſſembled Solicitude for the Welfare of the People; and a generous in- 
flexible Firmheſs in vindicating their conſtitutional Privi'eges, are ſo lauda le, that I 
-Ould be inclined at leaſt, to excuſe a little Exceſs in the Meaſutes which a ſanguine Diſp ſi- 
tion might form, and 1 purſue for the Promotion and Stability of the g neral Inte: ſts, 
to ſ-cure Property againſt Rapaciouſneſs and protect Liberty from Violation, but ſo meny 
Inſtances have proved this Virtue of Publick Spirit does not always exiſt in the greateſt Puri y, 
when it is profeſſed with the moſt ardent Zeal, that Caution and Hezitation in giving Credit 
to ſpl-ndid Profeſſions of Diſintereſtedneſs, and of Regard for the genera! Good, can be blamed 
only by the Folly of Credulity, and the Raſhneſs of Inexperience. Rulers under the V1ior of 
Tenderneſs, may infringe the Rights of the Subject, and Demagogu.s under the Guiſe of Pa- 
trio tiſm, fatally ſeduce their Followers into a Subſerviency to their moſt ſelfiſh Views. I wiſh 


to have the Sincerity of my Profeſſions tried by my Actions, and that they, who have arraign- 


ed my Conduct, may be Judged by the ſame Teſt, The Cenſure you have paſſ*d in your 
violent Reſolves on a Meaſure, the Situation of the Province conſequent to your own Proceed- 
ings in a late Seſſion, rendered neceſſary, and Paſſages in my Meſſage, at that Time, having 
been interwoven with the Reaſoning of your extraordinary Addreſs, «blige me to ex lain thoſe 
Procee'ings, and inveſtigate the Spirit that dictated them, from which, if I am not very 
much deceived, it will appear to have been the great Object to excite popular Animoſity, and 
thai the Reſentments you have expreſſed againſt my Proclamation, have proceeded from your 
Perſuaſion of its having been calculated to prevent Litigation and ſecure the Publick Peace, and 
your Apprehenſion, if left to its proper Effect, it would excinguiſh the Diicontent you took ſo 
much Pains to kindle.

My Duty I ſhall always eſteem it to be, to avoid every Occeſi-n of re: fonable Com- 
aint, but I muſt not forget, that it is my indiſpenſible Duty, to check the Exerciſe of ſuch 
Powers, as are incompatible with the indubitable ANY of Government, the permanent 
Security of Property, and the conſtitutional Liberty of the Subject.

Your poſitive Aſſertion, that the laſt Proroga i- 
on was an undue and ill-adyiſed Exertion of Power, pern it me, Gentl men, t obſerve, car- 
ries with it no Reaſoning to convince my Judgment, nor any Authority to p:eclu.e a Y ind:. a- 
tion, eſpecially as the Motives which ir.fluenccd me to apply for the Advice of thi le who are 


appointed by the Conſtitution to give it, and the Reafons by which they evin ed the Fic priety 


of their Opinion, have not been ex lained to you. When Conjeqture is indulged, there is 


| great Danger of Deception. Jealouſy may raiſe an Alarm, which an accurate in ormaiion of 


ircumftances might prevent, and under t is Influence, Animadvertion be directed againſt the 
Product of mere Imagination. Whether it would have been more regular in your Depariment

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to have called for a Detail of thoſe Motives and Reaſons, and arraigned my Conduct in the Ex- 5 
erciſe of an unqueſtionable Prerogative, becauſe not agreeable to your Views, or conformable 
to your Ideas, than it would be in mine, ſhould I require an Account of, and on the ſame 
Ground condemn, your Conduct, when exerciſed in any peculiar Privilege of your Houſe, I 
ſhall not undertake to determine; but I muſt remark, that a preciſe Information of the Subject 
ought to have preceded your peremptory Deciſion upon it, eſpecially a Deciſion derogatory from 
the Character of thoſe, who are bound by the ſtricteſt Ties not to deſerve the Reproach it con- 
veys. 

10 I do not mean to ſhelter, under Forms, the Principles on which I was adviſed, and pur- 
ſued the Meaſure of Prorogation, and ſhall therefore frankly explain them. When I aRed upon 
them, I ated on a Conviction that I performed a moſt incumbent Obligation. When I review 
them, I have a great Complacency in the firm Perſuaſion, that I did what I ought, and ſhould 
have been culpable if J had omitted. It can hardly, I preſume, be a Queſtion, whether, when 
a Subject in this Government is illegally deprived of his perſonal Liberty, it is the Duty of the 
executive Power to relieve him? Whether, where the Authority to afford Relief is placed, there 
the Application for it is regular; where this is cognizable, there the Propriety of it is deter- 
minable ? The Right of Petition is eſtabliſhed for Purpoſes ſo important, and ſecured and en- 
forced by Sanctions ſo intereſting, that the Repreſentatives of a free People can never, on any 
Occaſion, diſpaſſionately wiſh to impair or diſcountenance it. They would rather be inclined 
to connive at Improprieties in the Manner of exerciſing the Right, than ſcan it with a View to 
Cenſute. 

Mr. William Steuart having been committed by Order of your Houſe to the Common publick | 
Jail, made his Application to me, for Relief againſt the Oppreſſion of an arbitrary Procedure, | 
claiming that Benefit of Protection, to which he, in common with his Fellow- Subjects, is en- 
tiffed. . A Copy of his Commitment was laid before me, by which it appeared, that, on the 
accumulative Charge“ of having taken Notes of Hand as the Clerk of the Land-Office, for the 
Payment of Fees contrary to Law, for impoſing an Oath as a Juſtice of the Peace not appoint- 
ed and required by Law, and for an high Contempt of your Houſe,” he was committed “ to be 
kept ſafe and cloſe in the publick Jail, until he ſhould be thence diſcharged by Order” of your Houſe, 
I required the Conſideration and Advice of the Council upon all the Circumſtances of the Caſe, 
and their Opinion was, that you had aſſumed an unwarrantable Juriſdiction, which, if admit- 
ted, would cancel all the Guards and Securities provided by a wiſe and free Polity for the 
Protection of the Subject, and hat, having been illegally deprived of his perſonal Liberty, Mr. 
Steuart wis entitled to the Relief, which an Exertion of the Prerogative might afford him. In 
Conſequence of this Opinion, and the Reaſons by which it was ſupported, I interpoſed by pro- 
roguing the general Aſſembly from Friday till the Monday next following, after having paſſed 
all the Bills ready for my aſſent, and flattered myſelf that a ſhort Receſs, as it had been on other 
Occaſions, would rather be productive of ſedate Reflection, than of the heavy Charge, that 1 
had effeQually diſmiſſed a publick Offenier from Confinement, obſtructed publick Juſtice, and, 
in Terms of very indefenſible Exaggeration, o-cafioned a conſiderable Expence to the Province, 
and a total Stagnation of important Buſineſs for ſeveral Days. In Vindication, as well of the 
Gentlemen of the Council as of myſelf, I ſhall ſuccin ly reh-arſe the Reaſons they advanced in 
Support of their Advice. They obſerved, that where the legiſlativ- and -xecutive Authorities, 
the Will to ordain and the Power to enforce it, are lodged in the ſame Perſon or Perſons, there 
a Tranny is eſtabliſhed ; that under this free Conſtitution, theſe Authorities are therefore diſ- 
tribu:ed into different Departments; that the executive being in the ſupreme Magiſtrate, neither 
Houſe of Aſſembly can undertake the Adminiſtration of exiſting L.ws, without a dangerous 
Infringement of the Conſtitution ; that, of the legiſlative, you are but one of the component 
Parts; that a Right to determine the Fees charged were exceſſive, implies the Right to ſettle the 
exact Compenſation due for the Services perfo med, becauſe, without the Standard, what Fees 
are adequate, what are more or leſs than the juſt Proportion, cannot be aſcertained ; that your 
rigorous Commitment was bottomed on the Principle, that to you belongs the Authority of 
puniſhing any Deviation from the Line of your Opinion; that if a preciſe Rule had been regu- 
larly preord-ined by the Law, an (fence againſt it ought to be proſecuted in a legal ordinary 
Judicatory ; that a Proſecution and Puniſhment in a different Courſe, are highly oppreſſive to 
the Subject affected thereby; that, in the ordinary regular Adminiſtration of Juſtice, our Polity 
has applied various excellent Precautions for the Protection of the Subject againſt Injury, which 
would be loſt, if your Houſe were ſuffered to execute the Powers you had aſſumed ; for in the 
ordinary legal Courſe of Proceeding, the Fact is triable by Jury; the Party charged is not bound 
to diſcloſe whit may expoſe him to Penalty; the Jury are ſworn, and, as far as the [mpreſſicns 
of Religion, and a Senſ of Juſtice can influence, a juſt and impartial Determination may be 
expected. If there be reaſonable Cauſe to ſuſpect of Partiality any called to ſerve on the Jury, 
a Right to challenge is conferred ; if the Jury corruptly render an injurious Verdict, they are 
able to Puniſhment ; if miſtaken, the Conſequence of their Fallibility may often be controuled 
by the Diſcernmeat of a Second Jury; as the Jury are puniſhable, ſo are the Witneſſes if per- 
Jured : The Fact is tried in one Way, the Law determined in another; as there are Proviſions 
to guard againit the Injuries of corrupt and miſtaken Verdicts, fo are there againſt the Oppreſ- 
fion of partial and erroneous Judgments. Judges are upon Oath to do equal Right and Juſtice 
t all Perſons ; they are puniſhable for Corruption; their Deciſions are not concluſive in the 
Firſt Inſtance, but are ſubject to Reviſion, for which important Purpoſe a Gradation of Juriſ- 
diction is appointed; the . is not liable to be harraſſed by a Second Proſecution for the 
fame Matter. As theſe Guards and ——_— are of ſuch admirable Efficacy in 1 the 
; roberty⸗ : . 
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Property, Reputation, and perſonal Liberty of the Subject, and to which every Subject (we- 
ther in or out of Office) is ag well entitled as any, ſo ought they to be zealouſly and firmly main- 
tained, and if the Meaſure proper for their Defence ſhould occaſionally ſuſpend the Tranſaction 


of other Affairs for a much longer Term than for a Day or Two, the comparitively inſignificant 


Interruption would not deſerve a Moment's Deliberation ; that theſe Guards and Securities, ſo 
eſſential to the Stability of Property, and the perſonable Liberty of the People, upon which ſo 
great and invaluable Intereſts depend, would be ome precarious indeed, if through the Ac- 
quieſcence or Inattention of Government, your Houſe ſhould be permitted to aſſume and exer- 


ciſe the Power you claimed. You are not ſworn to determine according to Evidence; to do 


equal Right and Juſtice to all Men indiſcriminately. The Witneſſes examined before you, in 
2 Caſe of this Nature, would be liable to no Proſecution, if perjured ; there would be no diſ- 
tint Cognizance of Fact and Law; no Challenge allowed to prevent Partiality; no Examina- 
tion of your Conduct, however improper, in any other Juriſdiction z no new Trial, Writ of 
Error or Appeal; your Determination whether of Acquittal or Conviction, would be no Bar to 
a Second Proſecution in a legal Judicatory ; on theſe Grounds I was adviſed and purſued the 
Step, which, I am convinced, was conſtitutional, which the Occaſion required, and which 
the general Security demanded, and am extremely ſorry that it has proved to be ſo offenſive to 
you. Mr. Stewart has already ſeverely ſuffered for any 1 he may have committed, by 2 
rigorous and ignominious Impriſonment ; to inflid double Puniſhment for the ſame Delinquency, 
is not conſiſtent with the equitable Spirit of our Conſtitution, though he may be liable 
to it. 

+ His Lordſhip's Authority has not yet interpoſed in any Regulation of the Fees of Officers, 
nor have I any Reaſon to imagine that it will interpoſe in ſuch a Manner as to juſtify a regular 
Oppoſition to it. 80 far as I may be concerned in any ſuch Meaſure, I ſhall take god Care 
to act on mature Conſideration ; what I ſhall judge to be right and juſt, will be the vn'y Die- 
tate by which ! ſhall be determined. 

Mr. Calvert and Mr. Steuart have been made acquainted with your Complaint againſt them, 
and I fend you their Anfwer, by « hich you will obſerve, that they did not intend referring to 
any Proclamation reſpecting their Dues ; nor do I perceive any Irregularity in their Conduct, 
as I am of Opinion they were not bound to do the Services without an immediate Payment of, 
or Security for, their Fees ; the Rate which had obtained under AQ of Aſſembly for more than 
Twenty-three Years, and expired fo lately as the 22d of O#ober laſt, ſeems to be the moſt un- 
exceptionable they could follow. His Lordſhip has, I think, the cleareſt Right to diſpoſe of 
his real Eſtate, upon ſuch Terms as he may think proper; to direct the formal Ooſervances in 
making Titles to his Grants; and to ſeitle and regulate the Rewards his Officers, in this De- 
partment, may demand and receive. Be aſſured Gentlemen, that I ſhall, on every Occaſion, 
pay a due Regard to your Rights; that I ſhall never countenance the illegal Exactions of any

A Commitment to be kept ſafe, tho' you had no legal Authority to commit at all, was not a 
Puniſhment ſevere enough to be inflicted on the Perſon, who incurred your Diſpleaſure; but 
he muſt be kept ſafe and cloſe, tho' even in Caſes of Robbery on the Highway, and other Felo- 
nies entitled to Clergy, Commitments are to keep ſafely, or there to remain till delivered, &c. 
or at moſt ſafely and ſecurely to keep. When a Goaler is to keep his Priſoner ſafe, he is only 


to reſtrain him, ſo as to prevent his Eſeape, but when to keep him ſafe and cloſe, the Goaler is 


to ſhut him up from all the World.” Thus this Gentleman was condemned without Auti:oris 
ty by the Lower Houſe, to undergo an Impriſonment, to which even Highwaymen and Felons 
are not ſubje& by the Law: And this is not the only Inſtance of Severity in the Proceedings of 
the ſame Seſſion, and of the Exerciſe of Powers incompatible with the Rights of the Subject. 
To thoſe who are authoriſed to give Relief, Petitions may be addreſſed, The Authority of 
the Upper Houſe to reje& a Bill from the Lower, has not yet been diſcovered to be unconſtitu- 
tional. A Petition was addreſſed by many Inhabitants of Ballimore County to the Upper Houſe, 
againſt the Paſlage of a local Bill; their juſtice would not allow them to diſmiſs a Petition com- 
plaining of Injury, without Examination; but, being offenſive to the Lower Houſe, it was 
condemned in a ſubſequent Seſſion by a Reſolve, and Froceſs ordered againſt the Signers of it, 
many of whom were arreſted, and ſentenced to pay Fees. Gentlemen ſuppoſed to have ſigned the 


Petition, tho” Strangers to it, were diſcharged without the MulQ of Fees ; but without Satis- 


faction too for the Expence and Trouble of their Journey, Attendance, and Loſs of Time. 

Under what Law, upon what Principle is it, that the Lower Houſe give Fees to their Of- 
ficers, and under the Pain of Impriſanment direct the immediate Payment of them? Your Officers 
have Salaries or Allowances excluſive of theſe Fees. If Fees be Taxes, has the Lower Houſe 
alone Authority to impoſe them? If properly recoverable on a Quantum Meruit, why is your 
Officer to be paid by your Ordinance ? "The Officers of Government are N onh by their 
Fees, they have no Salaries, they give Credit to thoſe whom they ſerve. The Clerk of the Coun- 
ty Court claims only Nine-pence for a Summons, and gives Credit. The Clerk of your Houſe 
gains Three Shillings for the ſame Service, and is paid immediately, or the Perſon liable is im- 
priſoned. If there be no Act of Aſſembly, authoriſing your Practice in allowing Fees to your 
Officers, whence do you derive L your Authority? You muſt depart from your Principle, if you 
allege the Power to be incident -

fatter myſelf you will be inclined to judge leſs unfavourably, and ſpeak with leſs Aſperity of 
the Conduct of myſelf, and his Lordſhip's Council. | ; 
Ever fince the Vetclement of the Province Fees have been received by the Officers, the laſt 
Regulation of Fees, contained in the Infpettion Law, was the moſt moderate, and eaſy to the 
People; when you choſe to drop that Law, the Regulation of Fees expired with it. Officers 

e neceſſary, and muſt be ſupported at the Expence of thoſe, for whom they perform Services. 

ou contend that the Fees of the Officer are recoverable only on a Quantum Meruit, to be aſcer- 
tained by a Jury; conſidering the Juriſdiction of our Courts, you muſt perceive that an Offi- 
cer in moſt Inſtances, when he is entitled to be paid, can bring no Action on which the Juſtice 
of his Demand may be determined by a Jury; for the Demand muſt be 600t#5 of Tobacco or 
30 Shillings current Money of Maryland, or it cannot be brought before a Jury ; if this be at- 
tended to, your popular Argument muſt ſtrike with little Impreſſion. _ 

The Duration of the Inſpection Law, under ſo many Continuances, affords a ſtrong Pre- 
ſumption of the Utility of its Proviſions, and the Proceedings of the Lower Houſe in the Year 
1755, give a moſt emphatical Proof of it. 


T he following is Part of his Excellency's Meſſage to the Lower Houſe at that Time: 


„Having juſt received Advices from the Lord Proprietary, I take this Opportunity of paying 
the moſt ready Obedience to his Lordſhip's Inſtructions, by acquainting you that his Lordſhip 
has, on a full and deliberate Conſideration of the ſeveral Acts that were enacted in the October 
Seſſion 1753, ſignified to me, that the Objections which lie againſt ſome Parts of the AR, en- 
titled, An AA for amending the Staple of Tobacco, for preventing Frauds in his Majeſty's Cuſtoms, and 
for the Limitation of Officers Fees, would have induced him to ſignify his immediate Diſſent to 
that Act, had not a Senſe of the great Utility of that Part of the Act which rclates to the Staple 
of Tobacco, his Lordſhip's affectlonate Regard for his Tenants, and a firm Perſuaſion that you 
will not heſitate to prepare a Bill to repeal the Parts objected to, inclined him to ſuffer the Act 
to continue till his pl-aſure thereon could be made known to you, that you may have an Op- 
One to agree with the Gentlemen of the other Houſe, on ſuch repealing Act as his Lord- 
ip expects and defires. The exceptionable Clauſes are'thoſe that relate to the regulating and 
limitting Officers Fees, and the Rates of Engliſb and foreign Coins.“

Lord Seventeen Hundred and Sixty-three, were limitted and allowed ; or take or receive of any 
Perſon or Perſons, on immediate Payment, (in Caſe Payment ſhall be made in Money) any 
larger Fee than after the Rate of Twelve Shillings and Six pence common current Money for 
One Hundred Pounds of Tobacco, under the Pain of my Diſpleaſure. And to the In ent that

Beſides the Clauſes mentioned in vour Addreſs, King Charles granted by the Charter of this 
Province to Lord Baltimore, all and fingular the like, and as ample Rights, Juriſdictions, Pri- 
vileges, Prerogatives, Royalties, Liberties, Immunities, royal Rights, and Fran. hiſes of what 
kind ſoever temporal, as well by Sea as by Land, to enjoy the fame as amply as ny Biſhop ot 
Durham within the County Palatine of Durham then had, or at any Time ch ret-fore had held, 
uſed or enj.,yed, or of Right ought or might have had held, uſ-d or enjoyed. 

By another-Clauſe in the Chaiter his Lord{hip had Power to appoint Deputies, Lieutenants, 
Judges, Juſtices, Magiſtrates, Officers and Miniſters for wha: Cauſe ſoever, and with what 
Power ſoever, an in ſuch Form as to him and his Heirs ſhould ſeem moſt convenient, an' to 
do all and every other Thing which unto the compleat Eitab iſhment of Juſtice, Courts, Tri- 
bunals, and Forms of Judicature and Manner of Proceedings do belong, tho' in theſe Preſents 
expreſs Mention be not made thereof. =— f 

Argument would be unneceſſary to prove, that if the Roya] Prerogative could ſettle the Fees 
of Officers in the Plantations, the ſame Authority was granted to Lord Baltimore in this Pro- 
vince, and that tae declarative Clauſe in the Charter, “ {o that the ſame Ordinances do not in 
« any Sort extend to oblige, bind, charge, or take away, the Right or Intereſt of any Perſon 
or Perſons, of or in Member, Life, Freehold, Goods or Chactels,“ contains no Reſtriction 
more than would have reſulted by Operation of Law, nor renders his Lordſhip's Prerogative 
here, leſs forcible than the Royal in the other Colonies. 

Be:ween 1633 and 1637, the Officers appointed by Lord Baltimore, or his Governor, were 
authoriſed by their Commiſſions to demand and receive ſuch Fees as were uſually paid in Eng- 
land or Virginia for ſimilar Services. |

In the Year 1676 an Act paſſed for Limitation of Officers Fees, but before this Act was 
framed, the Lower Houſe were acquainted in a Meſſage from the Upper, that the Liſt of Chan- 
cellor's Fees was ſettled by the then late Lord Proprietary, and his preſent Lordſhip would not 
conſent to any Act for ſettling the ſame, it being his Prerogative; but that the Liſt might be 
recorded in the Journals of the Huuſe ; whereupon the Lower Houſe voted, that they, did not 
deſire to intrench on his Lordſhip's Prerogative, but all they aimed at was, that the Inhabitants 
might certainly know what Fees they were to pay, and ſince Nothing could be more reaſonable 
than that the ſame ſhould be ſettled and publiſhed, they humbly requeſted his Lordſhip to aſcer- 
tain the Fees of all his Officers, and that fair Liſts thereof might be drawn out with his Lord-

*Tis true that the Power given by the reſpective Royal Commiſſions, was ſeldom exerciſed, 
becauſe Fres were regulated, for the moſt Part, by Acts of Aſſembly, but it may be inferred 
from the Tenor of the Commiſſions, that the Prerogative of ſettling Fees was claimed by the 
Crown, and, pro»ably, it was a Power uſually inſerted in the Royal Commiſſions to the Gover-

You have ſe n that it has been exerciſed in New-York. Shall it be ſaid that King Villiam, of 
glorious Memory, Queen Ane, and George the Firſt, were“ Enemies to the Peace, Welfare 
and Happineſs of this Province, and the Laws and Conſtitution chereo??“ That the People 
of New-Yo: & have been oppreſſed, and have tamely ſubmitted to the Oppreſſion? For a very ſhort 
Time, during Mr, Hat's Adminiſtration, the Act for Limiration ot Officers Fees ceaſed, and 
ther: upon his Excellency directed the Keeper of the Seal to affix it to no Paper, till the 
Fee ſhould he paid according to the Rate of the expired Law, in Caſh at the current Price of 
Tobacco. Theſe PreceJents conſidered, muſt not your Reſolves appear to be extremely violent? 

In the Year 1692, when Governor Copley attempted to regulate Officers Fees, the 4ct of 
1676 was in full Force, and there was no Occaſion to exert the Prerogative to prevent Ex- 
tortion, or for any other Purpoſe, the Act being ſufficient, and having excluded the Regulation 
by Pierogative, fo that the Precedent fiom the Proceedings in 1692, which -you repr: ſented as 
deciſive, not being applicable, and the Precedents on the other Side being very numerous, you 
ought to be ſatisfied on your own Principle, that you have been too haſty. 

If the Regulation of Officers Fees be a Tax, which by the Conſtitution cannot be ſettled by

My 
Anſwer was, that | had no Reaſon to imagine his Lordſhip's Authority would interpoſe in ſuch 
a'Manner as to juſtify a regular Oppoſition to it, nor have I yet any Reaſon to think that it has, 
tho” it has met with your Oppoſition and ſevere Cenſure.

Not only youi Regard fr the Rights of the People in e but even for the Officers, has 
diſpoſed you to complain, that they have been illegally reſtrained.

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and receive, and was very little aware, that any momentous Queſtion could be raifed to'alarm 
any one, which, I hope, will be obviated, when I declare, that tho I muſt conceive his Lord- 
ſhip's Preheminence does not deprive him of the Power every Man has over his Property, either 
to retain, or diſpoſe of it, on ſuch Terms as he may chuſe, yet am I alſo ſatisfied, that his 
Lordſhip has as little Authority as Inclination to reduce the People of this Province to the Con- 
dition of Tenants at Will, or in any Degree to impeach or impair their Rights. You ſpeak of 
his Conditions of Plantations. They are various, and were publiſhed at difterent Periods, The 
Circumſtances of the Proyince have undergone great Alterations, and the Conditions having 
His Lordſhip's Property and Authorities, un- 
der the Charter, are very ample and extenſive. By the Terms of the Royal Grant, he may 
rant in Fee Simple, Fee Tail, for Life, or Years, by ſo many, ſuch, and ſo great Services; 
— and Rents, as to him, his Heirs and $ucceſſors ſhall ſeem fit and agreeable. You, 
however, cannot but think him bound by ſome Conditions of Plantations, tho' you have not ex- 
plained whether the firſt, laſt, or which of the intermediate, among the various Conditions that 
have at different Periods been publiſhed ; to all of which, moreover, Reſervations have been 
added, that they ſhould be in Force only till ſuperceded by other. This Pretenſion is ſo ex- 
travagant, that it cannot be of any Uſe to ſpend Time in expoſing it. Whilſt you expreſs a 
Solicitude that his Lordſhip's Tenants ſhould be ſecure in their Property, the Regard due to, 
Juſtice ſhould have prevented a Suggeſtion that muſt ſhoek every Idea of it. His Lordſhip will 
make no injurious Attempt on the Rights of his Tenants, nor ſuffer them to invade his. 

His Lordſhip's rA diſpoſe of his Property, as he pleaſes, cannot be ſerioufly doubt- 
ed, and as he may ſet the Value of One Hundred Shillings or One Hundred Pounds, on One 
Hundred Acres of Land, ſo may he, as well as every other Perſon having Property, require 
that his Officers and Agents ſhall be employed, Formalities be obſerved, and Fees or Rewards 
paid to his Servants. In this Reſpect the Land-Office may be called, if you pleaſe, his Lord- 
ſhip's private Office. So far as it is the Repoſitory of the Muniments of his Tenants Eſtates, 
it is a publick Office, and all the People of Maryland are entitled to have Acceſs to it, as well 
as to the other Offices. It would be Injuſtice to deny it; but the Officers in this Department 
are of his Lordſhip's Appointment, and are not bound to do any Services without an adequate 
Compenſation for them. 

Being, however, under a different Predicament from the other Officers, confidered in One 
Reſpect as the private Agents of his Lordſhip, and in the other as having the Cuſtody of publick 
Records and th: Muniments of the Peoples Eſtates, in my Regulation they have been ſeparated 
from the other Officers, as they had on ſimilar Occaſions, Ceaſe then your Endeavours to 
alarm, by fuggeſting an Apprehenſion you cannot feel. 

It is not only the Right, but the Duty of the Repreſentatives of the People to remonſtrate 
againſt every Infringement of their Privileges; but permit me to obſerve too, that they ought 
to be particularly cautious in their Aſſumption and Exerciſe of Powers, with which they are 
not intruſted by the Conſtitution. Your Practice of ordering the Attendance of Men at your 
Bar, and impoſing Fines upon them under the Term Fees, is not to be defended, and this

Our Houſe of Commons ſtands upon its own Laws; where- 
as Aſſemblies in the Colonies are regulated by the reſpective Charters, Uſages, and the 
„Common Law of England, and will never be allowed to aſſume all thoſe Privileges, which 
* the Houſe of Commons are entitled to juſtly, here, upon Principles that neither can, nor 
© muſt be applied to the Aﬀemblies of the Colonies; and in this Diſpoſition of the Lower 
„ Houſe to aſſume to themſelves any Privileges, which the Englih Houſe of Commons enjoy 
<© here, all ſuch Attempts ſhould be reſiſted, where they are unreaſonable with Firmneſs, and 
* no Encroachment ſhould be eſtabliſhed upon the Weight of that Argument ſingly , for I am 
« ſatisfied, neither the Crown nor the Parliament will ever ſuffer the Aſſemblies to ere& 
s themſelves into the Power and Authority of the Brit1h Houſe of Commons,” ; 

I did not determine to iſſue my Proclamation, till after the moſt mature Conſideration, it ap- 
peared to me to be a Meaſure, not only lawful, but neceſſary; not only what I might, but 
what I ought to purſue ; the Framers of your Reſolves have, indeed, cenſured it, in outrageons 
Terms of Reſentment, and I am not without Suſpicion, the great Benefits of an Inſpection 
Law have been given up, that Clamour and Piſſention might ſucceed ; but I have Reaſon to 
believe, moſt thinking and diſpaſſionate Men approve of an Interpoſition calculated to promote 
the Peace and Tranquillity, and conſequently the Happineſs of the People. Whom I am to 
conſult, and whom PD from my Confidence, I muſt not ſuffer you to direct, however ar- 
dently ſome of you may wiſh it ; nor ſhall any Man have the leaſt Pretence to reproach me 
with the Diſhonour of having betrayed, with the ſmalleſt Appearance, his Confidence. So

The vaſt Loſs of Time to yourſelves, and the great Expence of Money to the Country which 
has accrued this Seſſion, and the very little Buſineſs that has been done at it, give me the 
reater Concern, as | had flattered myſelf, that an Inſpection Act would be re- enacted, from 
which ſo many Benefits had been experienced, | 
How it has happened that your Sentiments in reſpet of that Regulation, are ſo oppoſite to 
the Opinion of the Aﬀembly in 1755, I ſhall not undertake abſolutely to pronounce. In 1755, 
as appears by your Journals, Lord Baltimore threatened his Diſſent to the Inſpection Law, then 
in Force, becauſe it contained a Regulation of Officers Fees, and of foreign Coins : His In- 
ſtruction being communicated by the Governor, the Lower Houſe expreſſed their Sorrow, that 
a Regulation of Officers Fees, agreed upon after the moſt mature Deliberation, and that had 
ſubſiſted for Five Years, been revived and continued, ſhould be objected to by his Lordſhip ; 
and declared their Opinion, that the Parts reſpecting Officers Fees and foreign Coins were of 
great Advantage, and, highly conducive to the E. ſe and Quiet of the People. The Governor 
was then prevailed upon by the Council, to ſuſpend the Publication of his Lordſhip's Diſſent, 
and on the Repreſentation and earneſt Solicitation of the Council, his Lordſhip withdre his

Jam willing to impute my preſent Diſappointment to the Flame you were blown into at the 
Opening of the Seſſion, by the miſtaken Conſtruction or Explanation of a Proclamation iflued 
by me, ſolely for the Benefit of the People of this Province, by Nine Tenths of whom | have
